The public has no concern in any pro- 
lect which fingly tends to difplay the 
Hone zeal, or politic ingenuity, or 
bull ng unimportance of the projector. 
Evcry project impraéticable in the ex- 
€.ution, is ufelefs to the public. 

Happy would it be for mankind were 

icticable pre ics mere hy ulclefs. 
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But they are often worfe.—They are 
hurtful. They fatally operate be yond 
the intention of the projector, and out of 
his fphere. 

By them the humours of men are fet 
afloat, pitlions and unreafonable hopes 
are roufed, refentmcnts are inflamed, 
and animotities rankie, till at length the 
empyric, who meant to heal a puftule, 
has a gangrene to encounter. 

It was an impradiicable projed 
Laud, te eftablith the fervice-book, to 
refume the tithes, and to create new 
bifhopricks in Scotland;— it would have 
been well for him and his mafter, and 
for the whole ifand, had his project been 
only impracticable. 

What fruits did our poor country reap 
from the impracticable prgjeet of uniting 
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114 The thoughts of a byftander 


England in the fame bond of taith, 

‘ hurch-government, and diicipline. They 
conquered indeed at Marfton-moor, but 
they were flaughtered at Kilfyth.—Fair- 
fax would not invade their borders; for 
he had confcience, and refufed to fight 
avaint his brethren. — But Cromweil 
had no fuch fcruples, and hts little finger 
proved weightier than the loins of Fair- 
fax. It is true, that during a tranfi- 
tory political moment, the Prefbyterian 
form vas eftablifhed in England ; but 
Prefbytery and Fyifcopacy were foon 
overwhelmed together, while the wreck 
ot both churches afforded matter of fa- 
Vage exultation to the Independents. 

\A ithout inquiring farthe into the 
gm pr bh -able propects of other times, let 
us examine the project “* for removing or 
wleviating the grievance of patronage, 
by an alteration of the law under the 
authority of the legiflature.”’ 

Before an application is made to the 
Irgiflature, tt may be fit to inquire what 
probability there ts of fuccefs. 

Previous inquiries of this nature have 
fometimes beeh negle&ted, and many of 
us are old enough to remember the con- 
fe ynences of the neglea,

Scotland of their rights, becaufe the mi 
nifters, or elders, or heads of families, 
in that kingdom, aver, that they them. 
felves could exercife thofe rights with 
better judgement, or in ways more edi- 
fying? 

Will the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral confent to a change fo adverfe to the 
notions which prevail in the fouth? or 
will they be perfuaded, that the anion 
may be rendered more complete, by 
widening the difference between the 
laws of the two parts of the united king- 
doms ? 

The foveretgn is patron of many 
churches in Scotland ; — is it to be ima 
gined, that his minifters will advife him 
to relinquifh aright which he has by the 
conftitution, and which, without his 
confent, cannot be taken away? 

Do the projectors mean that their bill 
fhould be carried through by the minori- 
ty? In the minority, no doubt, perfons 
may be found exceedingly will ng to 
move for fuch a bill, and fully capable 
of haranguing upon its utility: yet fo 
ber Prefbyterians would not be much 
edified at feeing. Mr B. ftand forth as the 
champion of the church of Scutlaad. 

I will not even for a moment fuppolt, 
that an application to parliament is pro 
pofed at shis time, becaufe at this tint, 
government, dittrefied on all hands, 
micht be induced to favour any requell 
made in the name of the church of Seot- 
land. This 1 will never fuppofe ; for ti 
would be at once to cancel all preten fons 
to dutiful conftitutional obedience. 
Were this the cafe, inftead of confcien 
tious fubjeSts, we fhould become art! ‘ul 
politicians, not employed in raifing the 
ftorm, but induftrious in profiting by * 
when once raifed. 

From thefe premiffes I conclude, thst 
an application to parliament is vain an 
nugatory; and I am confident, thate 
very one who knows the world, will be 
of my opinion. 

But the matter refts not here.—! 
greatly dread, that an application t 
parliament will prove exceedingly pre 
judicial to the peace of this nation. 

When the project evaporate | 
porate it will, where is the blame to 
laid? Will the projectors candidly a& 
knowled Ke, that the fault was in thei 
own opt ona itive ignorance » & warm 
imacinations? will they pro claim to te 
world, that they faw not the infuperab! 6 
difficulties which obitructed their wa 
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and that they difregarded them when 
pointed out by every mpartial byftander? 
May we indeed expect fuch a difplay of 
heroic humility? 

They who favoured and they who con- 
demned the Duke of Hamilton’s engage- 
ment in 1648, equally abounded in their 
own judgement. No private fufferings 
nor public calamities could extort from 
cither party the Mighteft confeflion of 
crror or imprudence: on the contrary, 
they reviled each other, fet up affembly 
againft alfembly, and continued to affix 
odious appellations on their antagonifts, 
till the Independents came, and fwept 
them all away. 

Did they who depofed honeft Gillefpie 
[xxxit. 340. ] ever acknowledge, that in 
the wantonnefs of a majority, they mif- 
applied an undoubted prerogative of the 
church? or did they who diffected the 
Tragedy of Douglas, and its abettors, 
[ xix. 263, 4.], ever acknowledge, that 
they ufed retaliation with all the peevith- 
nefs of a thwarted minority! Ah no:— 
fuch humiliating truths are never con- 
feffed by the leaders, nor ever thought 
of by the followers, of any party, 

if then the proje¢tors will not take the 
blame upon themfelves, where muit it 
he? 

I prefume that the King will be fpared, 
et prefewt, and that fome dutiful or 
{mooth apology will be found for his not 
furrendering the right of prefenting to 
three hundred churches, endowed by 
the liberality of his anceftors, or commit- 
ted to his care upon the abolition of 
Popery, and fuppreffion of Epifcopacy *. 

I flatter myfelf, that the church of 
Scotland will not join in the fa¢tious cry 
ofa tyrannical Houfe of Commons, and 
fervile Peers of Parliament, nor impute 
the lofs of their bill to the unfeeling ar- 
bitrary difpofition of men, who are dea 
to the cries of the people, however di/- 
interefled, decent, and well-timed. 

The caufe then of the difappointment 
willbe found in the King’s minifters; 
and as they may be prefumed to be little 
acquainted with the true ftate of Scot- 
land, the blame will be courteoufly ta- 
ken off them, and laid upon their fuppo- 
fed advifirs in this country. 

Thus, after a fucceffion of confidence, 
hope, fears, and difappointments, the

blame will be brought home to ourfelves, 
and a murmur will circulate throughout 
the country, after this fort: “ Why 
did not Principal Robertfon and his ad- 
herents ufe their intereft with adminiftra- 
tion, to advile the King, to convince the 
Peers, and to unite the Houfe of Com- 
mons, whereby our bill would have 
patled into a law, the grievance of pa- 
tronage would have been removed, and 
the right of prefenting vefted in minifters, 
elders, and heads of families?” 

Principal Robertfon and his adherents 
will anfwer, ‘That they could not work 
impofhibilities ; that they had no general 
intereft with adminiitration ; and that 
they neither relifhed the meafure pro- 
pofed, nor the men who propofed it. 

Then the whole quiver of party-appel- 
lations will be emptied: Era/lian, Came 
ronian, Sicinian, Antinomiin, will flya 
bout with blind and indifcriminate fury; 
—felf-feckers, time-fervers, zealots, fire- 
brands, dumb dogs, and falje prophets, 
they who lick the duft off the feet of ftate{- 
men, and they who idolize their wor fbinpers 
the mob, will once more fpring up, the 
choice flowers of rhetoric amidft intem- 
perate affemblies, and a diftracted church. 

W ould you with to fee the next fcene? 
afk of other times, and there you will find 
exhibited what { dare not defcribe. 

Since then an application to parlia- 
ment for removing this grievance ot pa- 
tronage, would certainly prove ufeleis, 
and im all probability hurtful. Jet us ta- 
quire, whether better things may not be 
expected, from the church exerting her 
own powers in fupport of her own dif- 
cipline. 

I lay it down as an undoubted propo- 
fition, ** That when once a paftoral re- 
lation is eftablifhed between a minifter of 
the church of Scotland and his flock, 
nothing lefs than the power of the church 
can diffolve it.” 

This propofitioa may have been prac- 
tically controverted by certain perfons 
who are ftyled, The Miniflers of the Kirk 
of Relief: : 

But, without meaning any offence, it 
may be affirmed, that thofe perfons, how- 
ever conicientious and pratife- worthy, 
are not Prejbyterians, but Independents. 

Taking it then for granted, that fuch 
is the power of the church, I humbly 
propofe that an overture be brought in, 
prohibiting all tranfportation of minifters.

None of them will oppofe any per /onil 
objection to this plan; for that would be 
to acknowledge, that their eyes wander 
beyond their own parifhes ; and that 
they wifh, by the influence and aid of the 
people, to be removed from their pre- 
jen it flocks. This furcly is not the cafe. 

Nei ither will they plead the majus bo- 
mum eCC , that argument which they 
deteft as + pocritical in the mouths of 
their antagonifts in chit ‘ch-courts. 

The plan will not difoblige any parti- 
cular patron; for the rule is general and 
equal, without diftinétion of perfons. 

They who diflike the abettors of pa- 
tronage, and wiih to mortify their am- 
bition, have now the means, and the 
opportunity, in their power, Let them 
prevent the tranfportation of minifters, 
and then, peradventure, the Jand may 
be at reft tor feven years.—J am, ee.

W ould to God that the reprefentative 
of al! fuch would confider themfelves x 
the fame light that the reft of mankin 
commonly fee them. There is a kind ¢ 
fafcination in greatnefs and titles, whic 
operates unfeen and at a diftance, an 
obtrudes upon us the ideas of dignity oi 
fentiment and benevolence of heart 
When upon a nearer view, and:more in 
timate knowledge, we find this to k

the real character of a great man, what 
a diftinguifhed place does he hold in ou 
heart! Virtues, amiable in themfelves, 
acquire an additional luftre reflected from 
high ftations, and the influence of one 
or a few fuch great men has been fel 
and acknowledged through a whole coun 
ty. 

On the contrary, how are we fhocket 
to find the foul of a clown in the breat 
of a man of quality! The fame ruft 
city of manners, the fame indelicacy 0 
fentiment, the fame mercenary views, 
and the fame fordid attention to th 
meaneft trifies. Can we help execratiny 
the abfurdity of cuftom, which obligett 
us to addrefs fuch a low being in the 
ftyle of Right Honourable ? How grating 
muft it be toa man of fenfe, to pay, ¢° 
ven an outward refpeét to fo mean a Cc! ha- 
racter ? If inftead of the hofpit ality 
which diftinguifhed the great of former 
_ we fee another livit ng in the mot 

fordid and penurious manner, his gates 
conftantly fhut, his poultry and pr ove 
fons fent to market, his fervants upon 
fhort allowance, and even the hungry 
beggar defrauded of his dole; wha 
mutt we think? Can we refpeé fuch 4 
chara¢ter? Will it compenfate for all 
this indecorum, that the little-minded 
lord of unbounded acres, is’ a fober 
man, an excellent farmer, and a rood 
judge of cattle; a bank, upon w hich ¢ 
very profligate may freely draw, who 
haftes te part with the inheritance of hi 
fathers ? — No, furely : with every com 
mon virtbe, with every Plebecian accom: 
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oth Indies, fuch a one would be mean 
and poor inthe efteem of a generous- 
msided man. 

\We have many traditional ftories of 
kings and great men travelling incog. 
and converfing with the lower ranks of 
people ; I fhall conclude this letter with 
one which is literally true, and happened, 
about the beginning of this century, 
within a few miles of Shrewfbury. 

The Earl of Bradford, aman of a moft 
benevolent difpofition, ufed frequently 
to walk alone, and in a plain drefs, to 
the diftance of feveral miles from his 
own houfe; and as he often fell in with 
country-people ignorant of his quality, 
he freely converfed with them upon fuch 
fubjects as occafionally occurred. —— 
One day in his walk he met with a coun- 
try-lad, whiftling along the road, with 
abundle of bruihwood upon his back. 
—‘* Where do you live, my lad?" faid 
his Lordthip ? — ** Not a grete wey off,” 
faid the fellow, ** may be amile and a 
half, fomething better, further on.” — 
* Do you carry bruihwood fo far?” — 
* So far, Meifter; ay, and glad to get 
ittoo.” —** Who do you live with? I 
fuppofe you are too young to be mar- 
ried?” —<** Ay, Meifter, too young by 
agrete deel. [lives with my own mo- 
ther, at the further cind of yon eer 
common.” —-** Your mother is a wi- 
dow, then 2?” —«* Ay, God help her, has 
been a widow a matter of feven years.” 
— ‘* Has fhe morechildren befides you ?” 
‘More than me, Meilter; ay, Mary, 
has the, five befides, not reckoning three 
that are dead.” —** Whofe eftate do 
you live upon ?”? — ¢* Be fure upon Lord 
Bradturth’s, who has a deel of land all 
hereabouts,”’ —* And pray what farm 
has your mother? What rent does fhe

chia, has detached a body of troops 
from Otta, to inveft the towns of Bra- 
covan and Crajova; that thefe trooy 
in their way, cncountered a body of 
scoo Turks, after beating of whom, and 
taking their cannon, they had icized on 
the two before-mentioned towns. Af- 
ter this expedition, Gen. Olitz was ma- 
king the neceffary ditpofitions to attack 
Rufzig and Schurichevo, the two only 
places remaining in pofiefiion of the 
Turks on the lett banks of the Danube.” 

“ Warfaw, March 10. By an exprefs 
difpatched from Count Romanzow, we 
have received advice, that a confider 
able body of Turks, which had ventured 
to pals the Danube, in order to attack 
the Ruffians, had been totally defeated, 
and had loft all their cannon and bag- 
gage.
